Irish municipalities have a. golden 
opportunity to obtain badly-needed fire 
engines at a. fraction of: their cost 
price. Thousands are now being dis- 

sed of in Britain because of the dis- 

dment of the greater part of the 
National Fire Service. 

One can take one’s choice of an 
8 h.p. trailer pump at £29; a 10 h.p. 
model .at £39, or a large appliance 
at £52, good enough for the biggest 
fire. These prices, however, are for 
the. older types, and the newer less- 
-used machines are substantially dearer. 
These cost up to £126 for the 8 h.p., 
£135 for the 10 h.p., and up to £220 
i for the 26 h.p., 

These prices do not cover equip- 
ment, which covers 40 to 50 articles, 
Equipment for the 8 h.p. vehicles— 
capable of throwing 120 to 150 
gallons a minute—is offered for £50. 
The large appliance, working. at 500 
g.p.m., costs £86. 

Builders have been scrambling to 
buy these engines, but what.they are 
really after are the 30 feet and 60 feet 
extension ladders which form part st 
the equipment.

| “ THE POPE’S PLEA ”- 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 


Sin,—Your admirable leader in 
the /rish Times of to-day, entitled 
“ The Pope’s Plea,” seems: to me 
inadequate in the comparison you 
make between the treatment given 
to the German population by the 
Russians with that by. the. other 
allies. 

The information I have” from 
Germany is to the effect that the 
relations between the British forces 
and the German people are on the 
whole quite friendly. and that 
hatred so far as it exists against the 
Germans as a nation, is to be found 
at home and not with the army of 
occupation. The non-fraternisation 
order was never fully observed, and 
its revocation was warmly welcomed 
by the British and American. forces. 
On the other hand, the Russian

leaves much to be 
from the c:bulsion of a Germans 
from one quarter of the arable land 
of Germany, the Russian troops 
who are occupying other parts of 
the country are not being main- 
tained from Russia.’ but are living 
on the people and consuming their 
much . needed -food. which means 
that starvation in the coming 
winter is confronting thousands of 
Germans in Russian occupied 
territory.” Moreover, the Russians 
have been ruthlessly removing to 
Russia the machinery upon which 
the livelihood of many of the 
people depends.
